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NEWS OR NOT 


0/3 Divided by N Equals .10 


On the afternoon of April 19 the Keene- 
land management allowed show betting on 
the sixth race. which had only 5 entries. 
one of them a 2-to-5 favorite. After the 
race several persons who had collected a 
$2.20 pay-off on one of the first 3 horses 
wanted to know how it was that the “long- 
shots” which had finished second and 
third had failed to pay a higher price. 

It probably was a minus pool. we said. 
jiggling the ice in the glass and reaching 
for an iors d’oeuvre. This settled the ice 
but failed to settle the question. One 
show player wanted to know the formula 
for figuring the pay-off in the show pool. 
That was a little difficult to manage at 
the time. because we didn’t know whether 
it was a minus pool or not. We promised 
to get the figures and spell it out for him 
by the dime. But since the show pool 
actually was on the minus side—and there- 
fore calculated differently—we take the 
place pool in the same race to illustrate 
the usual manner of calculation. The 
amount bet on each runner to place was as 
follows: 


GUARD RAIL 2nd $ 3.599 
SUPPLE 1.752 
QUEEN MARGIE 984 
WARNING BELL 1,994 
DOUBLEDOGDARE Ist 10,787 
Totals $19.116 


First the calculator subtracted the 10 
per cent commission, $1,911.60, leaving a 
net of $17.204.40 for the pay-off. Of this 
sum, $14.386 ($3.599 plus $10,787) was 
money put up by the backers of Guard 
Rail and Doubledogdare. The remaining 
$2.818.40 was divided into 2 equal parts 
of $1.409.20 each and distributed among 
holders of the place tickets on the first 
and second. The pay-off on Doubledog- 
dare was $2.20, or 1 to 10; bettors got 
back $1.078.70 more than they bet, leaving 
the track $330.50 breakage. The pay-off 
on Guard Rail was $2.60: bettors gained 
$1.079.70. or 30 per cent of the investment. 
leaving $329.50 in breakage. 


The betting in the show pool was— 


GUARD RAIL 2nd $ 1.847 
SUPPLE 1,524 
QUEEN MARGIE 879 
WARNING BELL 3rd 1,279 
DOUBLEDOGDARE © Ist 19.638 
Totals $25,167 


When the calculator subtracted the 10 
per cent commission from the pool he had 
$22.650.30 left—not enough even to return 
the $22,764 which had been wagered on 
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the 3 horses in the money. The net pool 
was short a total of $113.70. This time 
there was no surplus to be divided into 3 
equal parts and then divided propor- 
tionately among the backers of the 3 
placed horses. The calculator to 
proceed differently. 

Since there was no surplus to divide, 
all the calculator could do was to add the 
specified minimum of 10 per cent to each 
winning bet. Thus $21.601.80 was paid to 
the backers of Doubledogdare, $2,031.70 
to the backers of Guard Rail. and $1.406.90 
to the backers of Warning Bell—a total of 
$25.040.40. The track was left with $126.60 
of the $2.516.70 deducted as commission 
at the beginning of the calculation. 

The formula for a minus pool is, in 
short: Pay-off equals amount bet plus 10 
per cent—or 5 per cent in states where 
the specified minimum is 1 to 20. 

If Doubledogdare had fallen over the 
fence. or carried 197 pounds, or by some 
other means had managed to finish out of 
the money. Guard Rail would have paid 
3.20 to 1. $8.40 for $2, in the show betting, 
because the $20,517 (less $2,516.70 com- 
mission) bet on Doubledogdare and Queen 
Margie would have been available for 
distribution among the bettors who wager- 
ed a total of $4.650 on Guard Rail, Warn- 
ing Bell. and Supple. 

The player should not expect a long 
price in show betting against an odds-on 
favorite—unless he also expects the 
favorite to be out of the money. 

Even a horse that “figures” to be 50 to 
1 in the show pool will pay the minimum 
price of $2.20 (or $2.10) if the total pool, 
less commission, was less than the total 
invested in winning tickets. One-third 
of zero divided by N= (the number of 
dollars bet on one of the placed horses) 
still equals zero, no matter what N equals. 
The laws governing racing provide that 
one-third of zero divided by N must equal 
N plus .1N (or plus .05N). but this is a 
matter of law. not of mathematics. 

While it would be impossible for any 
horse to pay more than the legal minimum 
under the conditions stated above (total 
peol. after commission. less than total in 
winning tickets). it is possible to have a 
higher-than-minimum pay-off from a minus 
pool, in a case where the net (pool less 
commission) is larger than the sum in- 
vested in winning tickets. 

An example of this was the show pool 
on the fifth race at Keeneland April 25, 
when 2 of the placed horses paid $2.40 
each, but there was a deficit of $290.50 
in making the pay-off on Black Emperor. 
The breakage on the other 2 horses amount- 
ed to only $148.60. leaving a minus break 


of $141.90.

May 1. won his third suecessive race and 
the last conditioning event before Satur- 
dav’s Kentucky Derby. With Willie Har- 
tack in the saddle. the son of Citation took 
the one-mile Derby Trial Stakes on a 
drying-out track in 1:3635 — 1°5 seconds 
shy of Hasty Road’s track record. set in 
the 1954 Trial. 

\ length behind the winner at the finish 
was Brandywine Stable’s improved Coun- 
termand. which was three-quarters of a 
length in front of C. V. Whitney’s Head 


Man. The winner, an even-money favor- 


ite. worked out another eighth in 1:5155. 


None of the leaders finished under pun- 
ishment. Hartack cracked Fabius a cou- 
ple of times at the head of the stretch. 
then hand-rode him the rest of the way. 
and the colt appeared to finish with some- 
thing in reserve. Hartack said Fabius ran 
“well in hand.” 

Fabius got out of the gate first. but. it 
was T. A. Grissom's Invalidate which took 
the pace. The good-looking gray colt. a 
half-brother to Determine. got a one-length 
lead over Fabius and Head Man and held 
it for 6 furlongs. Another length and a 
half back was Countermand. whieh was 
running closer to the front than is his 
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habit. Jockey Arnold Kirkland had sent 
Countermand. the biggest colt in the race. 
close to the pace at the start. 

On the stretch turn the order began to 
change. Fabius passed Head Man and 


+ went after Invalidate. Countermand swung 


wide toward the middle of the track. and 
lost about 2 lengths to the leaders. 

In mid-streteh Countermand went by 
Head Man. made up about 3 lengths. and 
momentarily it seemed that he would get 
to Fabius. too; but in the last furlong the 
Calumet colt stood off everything. and the 
margin didn’t change perceptively. 

Photographers on the track for the finish 
thought that Fabius had made “one big 
spurt about 50 yards the wire.” 
The horse returned to the winner's circle 
in good condition. not breathing hard. 

Virgil F. (Buddy) Raines. 
before each of his colts 3 
races this year that one more race would 
tell him whether Countermand belonged 
in the Derby. was jubilant over the horse's 
performance in the Trial. He thought 
Countermand could have beaten Fabius at 
the Derby distance of 114 miles. and he

“He might 
have been a little close to the pace. which 
was my fault.” said Veitch. “But [ think 
we've got a fighting chance.” 

Veitch said that he still was not abso- 
lutely certain whether Career Boy. which 
had bruised a foot while working out a 
few days before. would be able to run in 
the Derby. “We breezed him this morning, 
and he was fine.” the trainer said. 

Ben and son Jimmy Jones liked Fabius’ 
race. As for Pintor Lea. which last week 
wrenched a knee. he had breezed 5  fur- 
longs in 1:0185 that morning and seemed 
to have a good chance of starting in the 
Derby. Ben Jones didn’t think there was 
much difference between the 2 colts right 
now. although the stable had leaned to- 
ward Pintor Lea until his accident.

NEW JERSEY 
The Warming Up 


New Jersey's 150-day racing season got 
under way on April 28. when 40.934 per. 
sons. about 1.000 less than in 1955, were 
at Garden State Park. The Colonial 
Handicap (see Stakes and Horses) was 
only one of 3 good races carded by 
racing secretary Ty Shea. The $10,000 
Eagleswood Purse brought out several 
candidates for the Delaware Valley Stakes, 
to be run May 7. and the $7.500 Fair 
Haven Purse attracted of the 
better older horses. 

The Eagleswood Purse did not attract 
Decathlon, which is an early favorite for 
the Delaware Valley. but it did draw 
Cosmah. Whittledy Cut, Nan’s Mink, and 
the Brookfield Farm entry of Itobe and 
llite. Whittledy Cut, winner of a 6-fur- 
long race at Gulfstream Park in his last 
start. was a slight favorite, closely followed 
by Cosmah and the Brookfield entry. 

For the first 4 furlongs lite, Cosmah, 
and Itobe ran almost together. At the 
stretch turn apprentice Anthony Grogan 
rapped Itobe. which bounded to a 4-length 
lead in less than a furlong. Nan’s Mink 
moved up in the last furlong to take 
second. but Itobe coasted to a 4-length 
win. The running time for 6 furlongs 
was 1:0935. only four-fifths of a second 
off the track record set by I Appeal, an- 
other Brookfield horse. 

Itobe. nominated for the Delaware 
Valley and the Preakness, is a bay colt 
by Brookfield or Better Self—Isgoot. by 
*Rustom Sirdar. Bred by Harry Isaacs. 
who owns Brookfield Farm and the stal- 
lion Brookfield, Itobe is the first foal of 
Isgoot. an 8-year-old mare which won once 
each at 2 and 3 and earned $4,650 in 
allowance races for fillies. 

Last year Itobe won 3 of 7 starts and 
finished second in 2 of the others. He 
reached his peak at the Atlantic City 
meeting. where he beat Espea and Beau 
Fond in a 6-furlong allowance race and 
finished fourth to Busher Fantasy. Espea. 
and Needles in the World’s Playground 
Stakes. In the World’s Playground he set 
the pace for 6 furlongs. but tired in the 
stretch. The Eagleswood was his first 
start this year. 

The Fair Haven, at 1; miles. had Com- 
modore M., Ifabody. Scimitar. Helfast, 
Chuck Thompson, and Alternative. Com- 
modore M.. consistent allowance 
performer in Florida, was a 13-10 favorite. 
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The battle in the stretch was a 3-horse 
affair, Scimitar winning by a head from 
Ifabody. with Chuck Thompson a nose 
behind. 

Scimitar, which paid $37.80, was getting 
his first vietory since he won the $35,000 
Tropical Handicap on January 15, 1955. 
He raced 10 times in the months of 
January, February, and March last year, 
then was sidelined by injuries until Novem- 
ber 30. when he ran in an allowance race 
at Tropical. He finished third in 4 allow- 
ance races at Gulfstream Park this winter, 
but had not come close to winning. The 
Fair Haven boosted his 5-year earnings to 
87.600. and he will have a chance to add 
to the figure in the $25,000 Valley Forge 
Handicap on May 12 and the $30.000 
Camden Handicap on May 19. 

First week-day program of the Garden 
State meeting was that of April 30, and 
the 6-furlong International Purse drew a 
field of sprinters headed by Skipper Bill, 
Royal Battle, and Miss Arlette. The field 
was bunched for 4 furlongs, after which 
Skipper Bill took the lead and held it 
to the finish. He was driving hard at the 
end to hold Royal Battle, which lost by a 
nose. Miss Arlette finished third, 114 
lengths behind the leaders. 

The International was the first victory 
in 6 starts this year for Skipper Bill, 
which closed his 1955 season winning the 
Princeton Handicap at Garden State. He 
is expected to try for the Valley Forge, 
whose mile and 70 yards is about as far 
as he likes to go. 


NEW YORK 
Stars in the Overnight 


Jamaica had an excellent week of racing 
from April 24 through April 30. Features 
of the week were the Rosedale and Swift 
Stakes (see Stakes and Horses), but there 
was good competition in several overnight 
features. 


The $10.000 Rego Park Handicap for 
fillies and mares on April 24 attracted 
several of the leading candidates for the 
$20.000 Correction Handicap. to be run 
May 9. The field for the 11,-mile test 
included Rare Treat. High Voltage. Bless 
Pat. Rico Reto. and Hula Hula. Outsiders 
were Lovely Wave and Esea Lass. High 
Voltage. which had won only one of her 
6 previous starts this year. carried top 
weight of 126 pounds. 10 more than Rare 
Treat. which went off at even money. The 
entry of High Voltage and Hula Hula was 
9-5, 

Bless Pat and Esea Lass. the early lead- 
ers, were joined near the half-way mark 
by Rare Treat. On the far turn Bless Pat 
dropped back. Rare Treat inched away 
in the stretch to win by a length, Esca 
Lass beating Rico Reto by 5 lengths for 
second. High Voltage finished sixth. 8 
lengths behind the winner. 

Blessbull. one of the top sprinters of 
1955. made his first New York appear- 
ance of 1956 on April 26 in the 6-furlong 
Gravesend Purse. for which he was a 4-5 
favorite. He took a one-length lead in the 
first furlong. Admiral Vee. always close, 
proved stronger in the stretch, winning by 
a neck. On a sloppy track the time was 
an excellent 1:117%. 

Four days later Blessbull again was an 
odds-on favorite in the 6-furlong Cedar- 
hurst Purse. He took the lead at the start, 
put down Hartsville at the top of the 
stretch, then yielded in the last sixteenth 
to Impasse. which came from 5 lengths 
off the pace at the top of the stretch to 
win by 2 lengths. 

A 6-year-old gelding by Contradiction. 
Impasse was bred near Madisonville. Ky., 
by Arthur and Bill Corum, and he races 
for Larry Katz’s Valley Farm. He has 
been a hard-hitting handicap horse each 
of the last 3 years, and his earnings now 
total $153.330. His best performance last 
year was in the Arlington Park Handicap. 
in which he was second to Platan and in

Rustam 
was second in the Two Thousand Guineas 
Trial Stakes. the French Buisson Ardent 
and Midget were beaten, and Edmundo 
was unplaced in the Craven Stakes. Final 
Court and Idle Rocks have yet to run as 
3-year-olds. 

The French sire Pardal has begun well 
with his first crop to reach the age of 3. 
The Roseberry Stakes winner Chantelsey 
(Pardal—Chantage. by *Epinard) led all 
the way for an easy victory in the one-mile 
Column Produce Stakes at Newmarket 
April 18. and H. J. Joel's previously un- 
raced Full Measure (Pardal—Better Half. 
by Mieuxce) took the one-mile Wood 
Ditton Stakes the same day. Full Measure 
is engaged in the Derby and St. Leger. 

The Craven Stakes of April 20 found 
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Major L. B. Holliday’s Pirate King 
(Prince Chevalier—Netherton Maid. by 
Nearco) scoring a one-length victory over 
Gay Time’s brother Cash and Courage 
(Rockefella—Daring Miss, by Felicita- 
tion). Edmundo, ranked fourth in’ the 
Free Handicap, failed to stay the mile.

good 2-year-olds of last year; they ran 
well. but failed to get the distance. 

Among the fillies. Sir Victor Sassoon’s 
Honeylight (Honeyway—Crepuscule, by

Fairer (Nearco—Gambol. by Big Game) 
made the best showing. Honeylight won 
the 7-furlong Free Handicap Sweepstakes 
at Newmarket April 20, carrying 119 
pounds and giving weight to most of the 
colts in the field.

OBITUARY 


Everett C. Haynes 


Everett C. Haynes 61. once a top rider 
in the United States. France and = Ger- 
many. died on April 28 at Los Angeles. 

A native of Elizabethtown, Ky.. Mr. 
Haynes began riding Quarter Horses in 
Texas when he was 15 years old. He was 
the leading Quarter Horse rider in 1912. 
1913. and 1914 before going East to ride 
at Thoroughbred tracks. 

In 1916 he became contract jockey for 
Maj. August Belmont. and the same year 
he rede Friar Rock to victory in the Bel- 
mont Stakes and the Suburban and Brook- 
Ivn Handicaps. and *Hourless to wins in 
the Juvenile. Grand Union. and Eastern 
Shore Stakes. The following 
rode E. R. Bradley's Kalitan to a win in 
the Preakness. and he handled *Omar 
Khayyam in a losing match race against 
*Hourless. After serving in the U. S. 
Army during World War I. he 
Exterminator to several handicap wins. 

In 1922 Pierre Wertheimer asked Mr. 
Haynes to come to France. Two years 
later he returned to the U. S. to ride 
Wertheimer’s *Epinard in match races 
against Wise Counsellor. Ladkin, and 
Sarazen. 

Mr. Haynes remained one of the lead- 
ing jockeys France and Germany 
through the 1920°s. He rode more than 
800 winners in Germany. including 3 
winners of the German Derby. When in- 


year he 


rode 


creasing weight forced his retirement as a 
jockey. he operated a Thoroughbred farm 
in Germany. He returned to Oklahoma 
City shortly before World War IL and 
entered the soft drink business. few 
years later he moved to Los Angeles. where 
his home was filled with mementoes of his 
career—and particularly of *Epinard. 

Survivors include his wife. Mrs. Edna 
Haynes: a son. Capt. William E. Haynes, 
of the Air Foree: and 3. sisters.

A native of Fayette County. Mr. Carr 
had operated a Thoroughbred farm since 
shortly after World War II.

Six deep wells provide water for irriga- 
tion every 2 weeks in the spring and 
every 9 days during the summer. Flood 
irrigation from standpipes is used. except 
in the 6 stallion paddocks. where there is 
an overhead sprinkler system. Droppings 
are harrowed. 

Dry cows from nearby dairy farms are 
brought in to help the horses keep the 
“Even so. we have to do 
some mowing in early summer when the 
growth is especially strong and fast.” 
Hammond “We also watch care- 
fully to see that no pasture ever is over- 
stocked.” 

“Rest a pasture very long.” Dr. Jack- 
son said. “and it will get out of hand. 
Anyway. horses prefer young. tender grass. 
and it provides a bigger ratio of nutri- 
ments than that which is more mature.”

The Texas Plan 


_ An experiment tried with 15 acres of 
temporary pasture was so successful that 
it will be continued and possibly expand- 
ed. but not at the expense of any perman- 
ent pasture. There are 283 acres in the 
farm. 110 devoted to Thoroughbreds. with 
the remainder in crops. The crop acreage 
will supply the temporary pasture. 

In the experiment, oats were planted 
for winter and spring. sudan grass for 
summer and early fall. 

“This procedure provides good, palatable, 
nutritious green forage 12 months a year.” 
said Dr. Jackson, “and it is a potent factor 
in parasite control. With the land being 
torn up twice a year and cultivated it is 
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kept clean. It was a plan used successfully 
in Texas.” 

Hammond pointed out that the tempor- 
ary pasture would permit either expansion 
of the total number of horses or a decrease 
in the feed mixture necessary in winter 
months when the permanent pasture was 
dormant. Last year mares with foals were 
turned out in the temporary pasture in 
the summer. pregnant mares in the fall, 
and barren mares later. 


A Commercial Mixture 


The feed mix is prepared by a com- 
mercial firm to a formula worked out by 
Dr. Jackson. with the help of Hammond 
and I. L. (Bud) Hart Jr... manager of 
farming at Greenacres and for 500 near- 
by acres which Hammond has on lease. 

The preparation is a mixed ration of 
rolled oats. rolled barley. bran. soybean 
oil meal. 10 per cent dried skim milk. bone 
meal. molasses. amino acids, vitamins. and 
Calf Manna. This is fed daily about 4 
p. m. The feeding, about 8 
o'clock. is the same. except that the amino 
acids and Calf Manna are not included. 
The feeding times are constant throughout 
the weeks horses are not on pasture.

“We're always on the lookout for ways 
to improve the formula.” Dr. Jackson said. 
“The amino acids. Calf Manna, and vita- 
mins were added only in the last year.

Praise for Alfalfa 


Alfalfa hay is used exclusively. and Dr, 
Jackson is high in its praise. 

“Where I grew up in Texas. we didn't 
have alfalfa. and while student. at 
Colorado A, & M. I was told alfalfa hay 
would cause colic and bowel impactions, 
I believed it, too. until T started making 
farm calls with professors during my 
senior year in the veterinary college, 

“It occurred to me then that the trouble 
could stem from horses being permitted 
to feed directly from the stack. where 
alfalfa used. Through experiments 
and practice [ established. at least to my 
own. satisfaction. that the alfalfa is super- 
ior. and the only secret in its use is in the 
quantity to be fed. 

“Because it is so palatable. a horse will 
eat too much and cause impactions if ap 
unlimited supply is available. We find 
that 20 to 30 pounds a day is enough to 
maintain a horse. without any ill effects

“Alfalfa hay is the best we've got in any 
part of the country for brood stock and 
voung horses. It is high in protein. highly 
digestible. nutritious. and palatable.

Its fiscal year ending March 31 was the 
biggest in the 12-year history of the 
Breeders’ Sales Company.

LEXINGTON, b., 1850-1875, 


by Boston—Alice Carneal, by *Sarpedon. 


LEXINGTON (part 


Lexington stands alone as the foremost progenitor in the 
history of the American Thoroughbred. Foaled over a cen- 
tury ago, his name appears in the pedigree of virtually every 
outstanding horse in America today. Lexington led the list 
of leading sires for 16 years, 14 of them in succession from 
1861 thrcugh 1874. In comparison, St. Simon led the list of 
sires for nine years, “Glencoe eight, Stockwell and Hermit 
seven, and Hyperion six. 


America’s most illustrious stallion was foaled March 17, 
1850, at Dr. Elisha Warfield’s The Meadows in Lexington, 
Ky. His was a triumph of breeding at the time, by leading 
sire Boston (champion 4-mile racer) out of Alice Carneal, 
dam of five top-class horses from 12 foals and considered one 
of the Turf’s great matriarchs. But from Lexington’s first, 
startling demonstration of superiority, in his first start, his 
pedigree was attacked as impure. Detractors contended that 
Robin Gray, sire of Alice Carneal’s third dam, was a half- 
bred horse and that Jack of Diamonds, sire of her eighth 
dam, was not traceable in the Stud Book. . More recently, on 
the paternity side of Lexington, some doubt has arisen as to 
whether Alice Carneal was ever mated with Boston, for her 
name was omitted from the ledger which recorded Boston’s 
matings in 1849, a ledger which otherwise seems complete. 


While there is something less than a satisfactory record of 
Lexington’s pedigree, there is no question concerning his 
racing abilities. He was the best race horse of his day, win- 
ner of six of his seven races, and retired as the third- greatest 
money winner up to his time. Dr. Warfield said Lexington 
was a big, husky colt from the start, and it was this sturdi- 
ness which prompted his original name of Darley, after the 


great foundation sire which Dr. Warfield fancied he re- 
sembled. 


The big colt with four white stockings did not race at 2. He 


made his first appearance at 3, as Darley, and won the 
Association S. and Citizen’s S. at Lexington, Ky., carrying 
the silks of Dr. Warfield. Following this race, he was sold 
for $5,000 to Richard Ten Broeck (pronounced Brook) and 
three associates, and renamed Lexington. The big colt was 
entered in the Great State Post S. at New Orleans, represent- 
ing Kentucky. Louis Smith, who had sought to purchase 
Lexington to represent Alabama, promptly challenged for a 
match between Lexington and his veteran mare, Sallie 
Waters. The challenge was accepted and Lexington won both 
heats, distancing the mare in the second. 


Lexington then went on to win the Great State Post S. in an 
easy manner, defeating his famed rival Lecomte (also by 
Boston) for the first time. However the following week, 
Lecomte beat Lexington in straight bape running the first 
four miles in new world-record time of 7:26. A flurry of 
challenges followed and Ten Broeck’s offer to run against 
time finally was accepted. The next spring Lexington stepped 
on the Metairie Course in New Orleans, and leaving two 
pacemakers in his wake, ran four miles in 7:19°, to break 
Lecomte’s record. 


The inevitable rubber match was run April 14, 1855. While 
enthusiasm for the match was nationwide, it lost its edge 
when Lecomte was seized with a severe colic. Drastic veter- 
inary treatment got Lecomte back to galloping, but he was 
dull and lifeless, and before the race, betting odds were $100 
on Lexington against $75 on Lecomie. At the drum, both 
horses fought for the lead, going the first half-mile of the 
four-mile heat in a suicidal :53. At that point Lecomte ap- 
peared in great distress and Lexington went on to win as he 
pleased in 7:23%4, pulled up. Lecomte failed to rally and was 
withdrawn from ‘the second heat in which Lexington walked 
over for his final appearance on the turf. Lexington’s stud 
record will be reviewed next week.
